Oklahoma Notes 


The spring season has developed much interest in 
our Oklahoma Cactus Society.

A cristate of the E. oklahomensis has been 
found; also the Opuntia imbricita. Both are excellent 
specimens. 

A yellow blooming Echinocereus, apparently of the

yellow blossoms and created a great deal of interest 
among collectors. A few members searched the Ar- 
buckle Mountains for more plants, but it was too late 
to find the wild plants in blossom this season. 

The rumor of a white blooming Echinocereus in the 
southern part of the state has sent several members to 


that locality and some good specimens were gathered. 
Another season will be required to verify the facts. 
The plants are very small and grow in the crevices of 
the granite rocks.

A Chicago Show of 225,00 Attendance 


The Cactus and Succulent Garden shown in the 
photograph on page 7, won a Gold medal at the 
Chicago Garden and Flower Show, March 21-29th. 
It was an exhibit by the University Horticultural So- 
ciety, a newly formed organization of university grad- 
uates in Floriculture, of which Mr. Robert T. Van 
Tress is President. A space of 15x20 feet was assigned 
and since it was in the center aisle, a formal garden 
was designed. 

Although this was the Tenth Annual Garden and 
Flower Show, it was the first time a typical Cactus 
Garden had been shown. It was one of the feature 
exhibits of the show, and probably the only exhibit 
of the entire show that was completely labeled. The 
public showed a keen interest in the different varieties. 

The exhibit consisted of 300 cacti representing 140 
varieties, and over 100 other succulents in 100 varieties. 
These plants were purchased from some of the Society 
Members, the best plants coming from Guy Quinn, 
Eastland, Texas, of Echinocereus chloranthus, E. dasy- 
acanthus, E. stramineus, E. polyacanthus, Ferocactus 
uncinatus, F. wislizeni, F. lecontei, F. hamatacanthus, 





Homalocephala texensis, and Opuntia imbricata vat. 
cristata. Many of the Echinomastus imtertextus 
bloomed, and a few of the Ferocactus unsinatus and 
Escobaria das yacantha. 

Among the rarer species of cacti were Coryphantha 
erecta, Escobaria bella, Ferocactus rostii, F. Stainesii, 
F. melocactiformis, Haageocereus pacalaensis, Lemai- 
reocereus querentaroensis, L. chichipe, Lobivia longi- 
spina, Neomammillaria elegans, N. compressa, Wil- 
coxia poselgeri, Echinocactus grusoni. 

Our succulent plants came from the Soledad Rock 
and Water Gardens, San Diego, Cal., and California 
Cactus Nursery, Van Nuys, Cal., and included a very 
fine collection of South African succulents. ‘T'he speci- 
men succulent plants were used in the circular bed in 
the center. The most interesting one was a 12 inch 
Kitchingia mandrakensis. Other succulents in the speci- 
men class were Aeonium strepsicaladium, Echeveria 
elegans, Gasteria in blossom, Euphorbia grandidens, 
and E. candelabrum. 

In order to add a little life to the exhibit a live Gila 
Monster and 2 horned toads were obtained from Ari- 
zona. They attracted a great deal of attention since 
few people in the middle west knew what they were. 

The attendance this year exceeded that of any other 
year, amounting to 225,000 people. The great interest 
shown in this exhibit indicates an increasing demand 
for this class of plants in this area. 


MANCHESTER PLAYGROUND Cactus SHOW 


The June 27th show was one of the most educational 
ever seen in Los Angeles. 

Mabelle Place won sweepstakes with a display con- 
structed like a huge flower basket made of lath in 
which was a mound of peat with well planted succu- 
lents. Howard Gates won the prize for the rarest 
cactus of the show with a Toumeya papyracantha (see 
page 131, March Journal). He also showed an Echino- 
cereus ferrerae with white or pale yellow stigma lobes. 
The smallest cactus in the show, a Neomammillaria 
elegans seedling about one-eighth of an inch in height 
and bore a perfect flower that could only be seen with 
the use of a magnifying glass; Mrs. Steele of Epiphyl- 
lum fame is just the person who would find such an 
interesting plant. Another outstanding exhibit was 
the native California cacti shown by Roy Miller. 

Mrs. Ellen Rooksby of Pasadena presented an inter- 
esting educational exhibit showing the native habitat 
of plants. Jennie Collins’ exhibit of the Crassulaceae 
contained 77 named plants with a descriptive habitat 
list and the color of each flower. Mr. Eric Walther 
and Mr. Victor Reiter would approve of a unique 
demonstration of hybridization shown by John Akers 
of Compton; an interesting study showing the reasons 
for hybridizing and the qualifications for a good hy- 
brid. A display of the distribution of Haworthias was 
graphically shown by the use of tapes extending from 
plants to a wall map; the same method used in Mrs. 
Rooksby’s exhibit to help visualize the distribution of 
these succulents. 

Gilbert Tegelberg of Tegelberg Cactus and Succu- 
lent Gardens of Inglewood, with another of his well 
staged displays, set a high standard for the amateur 
exhibitors for whom the show was especially arranged. 

Credit is due Don Skinner for the results in his edu- 
cational work which was so well demonstrated in the 
City Playground Exhibit.

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A New Species

Huernia whitesloaneana Nel, sp. nov. 


(Description by Dr. G. C. Nel): 


Planta erecta, caespitosa, glabra, prominenter 4-5 angulata; anguli contorti; dentes deltoidei. Flores 4-5 fasci- 
culati, e basi ramorum erumpentes ; sepala ovata, acuminata. Corolla campanulata, extus purpureo-maculata et 
prominenter tricostata, costa media prominens; tubus basi sanguineus, medium albus sed 5-concentrico-rubro- 
purpuleo-annulatus, superne maculatus et papillis purpureis vel maculatis instructus; papillae conicae, mucron- 
atae; lobi acuti, maculati et papillati. Coronae exterioris segmenta atro-purpurea, quadrata, emarginata ; coronae 
interioris segmenta antheris incumbentia sed eas excedentia, sanguinea, erecta, recurvata, linearia. 

Plant: cespitose ; stems 5 cm. high, glabrous, greenish, purplish at tip, 4 to 5-angled; angles very 
prominent, slightly twisted or contorted ; each tubercle provided with a deltoid tooth; 

Flowers: 4 to 5, in fascicles near the base of the stems; 

Pedicel: 8 mm. long, glabrous, terete ; 

Sepals: 5 mm. long, lanceolate, ovate-acuminate ; 

Corolla: in bud oblong-globose; when expanded campanulate, 1.2 cm. in diameter, 1.4 cm. long; 
outside mottled irregularly purple, prominently 3-ribbed, the middle rib being most prominent ; 
tube 1 cm. long, light blood-red in color at the base around the corona, then about the middle 
ringed with about 5 concentric reddish-purple lines, the rest of the tube above covered with 
conical soft purplish or spotted mucronate papillae; /obes 4 mm. long, acute, mottled purplish 
and covered with purplish papillae ; 

Outer corona: dark purple; lobes quadrate, emarginate ; 

Inner corona: light purplish, incumbent on the anthers but produced beyond them, recurved out- 
wards, linear, obtuse. 


Type locality: Transvaal: Zoutpansberg Distr.: Forest Station, 4,500 feet elevation. 
Distribution: Not further known. 


Dr. Nel named this species in honor of 
Messrs. Alain White and Boyd L. Sloane. 
He discovered the plant in June, 1935, 
growing in sandy soil in association with a 
Euphorbia in the grounds of the Forest 
Station on the Zoutpansberg. It flowered 
in March, 1936, in the University Botanical 
Garden, Stellenbosch (Type No.5720). 


Dr. Nel states that the species is closely 
allied to H. loeseneriana and H. nouhuysii, 
differing from the former in the smaller 
flowers, purple coloration and concentric 
lines in the tube, as well as in the character 
of the inner corona-lobes, and from the 
latter in the much shorter pedicels and

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Toumeya papyracantha

This is the final chapter of the story of the 
search for Toumeya papyracantha by the Cactus 
and Succulent Society of New Mexico. 

The re-discovery of this supposedly extinct 
species by Mr. J. D. Whiteman, last November, 
was related in a recent issue of the JOURNAL. 
Since early in April of this year Mr. Whiteman 
has been keeping watch and ward over the ter- 
ritory wherein he found his one specimen, wait- 
ing for flowers to appear, knowing that the plant 
is almost impossible to detection except when 
in blossom. 

On May 17th his vigilance was rewarded. 
He had been disappointed innumerable times by 
flowers that proved to belong to low-growing 
wild-flowers, but at last, attracted to an insignifi- 
cant, pinkish-white blossom, he found a small 
T. papyracantha under it. 

Further search by himself and two other mem- 
bers on that day resulted in the finding of a few 
more—five, if we remember correctly. A week 
later five members, including Mr. Whiteman 
as guide, in two days’ search found four more, 
but found none on the second day. 

All these plants were small: the one the writer 
was fortunate enough to find was no larger than 
a lead pencil in diameter, although bravely dis- 
playing a flower. The specimen found by Mr. 
Whiteman last fall is far larger than any of these 
later ones, and we suspect it was one of the 
parents of those recently found. 

The flowering habits of the plant seem to re- 
late it to the Echinocerei more than to the Echi- 
nocacti, although formerly it was assigned to the 


latter genus. Further study, however, will be re- 
quired to determine its position. The blossoms 
on the various plants were white, pinkish, green- 
ish-white and white slightly tinged with brown.

(a) From the description of the infestation it 
seems probable that both a scale, possibly Dias pis echi- 
nocacti, and mealy bugs are present. Any good oil 
spray applied in soap suds with a spray gun should 
prove effective. Spray at a time when the plants are 
in shade and repeat in three days. 

(b) Creosote treated flats and plant stakes are not 
recommended as they may prove injurious to the plants. 
Redwood stakes and flats are more satisfactory and not 
injurious. 

Ashes of any kind are injurious to cacti unless the 
lye has been leached out by long exposure to the ele- 
ments. Even then ashes have a problematical value and 
much better results will be obtained by the use of Gro- 
aid or Pokon. 

(c) Treat for scale as recommended in answer (a). 
The brown patches mentioned are possibly due to 
thrip and a nicotine spray applied in soap suds should 
help. Many Euphorbias have a weathered appearance 
in the older growth and your plant is possibly of this 
type. 
whe the frost bite is not bad the plant usually will 
continue to grow leaving a constriction, but if the 
frosting has been heavy it would be well to allow the 
frosted part to dry and fall off by abscission after which 
the plant will usually branch out. 

(d) Excess moisture without sufficient drainage 
causes splitting of the stems of cacti and this frequently 
occurs in nature. Raising the beds to provide quick 
drainage will avoid this disfigurement in cultivated 
plants.
